Bullets Rain in Strike of the 
Portland Teamsters. — 
| 
Attack by Strikers on Driver 
Starts Gun Fighting. 


Two Participants Badly Hurt. 
Mayor Simon Acts, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


PORTLAND, July 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In a riot at Sixth and Hoyt 
Streets, this morning, between mem- 
bers of the local teamsters’ union and 
non-union teamsters, each side scored 
blood. One man was shot, another's 
head was broken and a rain of bullets 
filled the air for several minutes. 

Those seriously injured are: William 
E. Truitt, No. 906 Quimby street, mem- 
ber of the teamsters’ union, shot 
through left thigh, not dangerously, 
taken to St. Vincent's Hospital; Nich- 
Olas Kruer, San Francisco  strike- 
breaker; Barr, hotel trucker for Ore- 
Transfer Company; several bad 
scalp wounds, not seriously hurt, taken 
to Sts Vincent's Hospital. 

A mumber of others were beaten or 
struck by fiying missiles, according to 
eye-witnesses, but the police have not 
learned their identity. They fied as 
soon as it was discovered one of the 
shots had taken effect. 

The trouble was 
@ gang of union strikers led by WIil- 
liam E. Truitt attacked Nicholas 
Kruer, a non-union teamster, who was 
on his wagon. The =wunionites had 

Kruer from his wagon and 
re beating him terribly with cobble- 
stones when he drew his revolver and 
began to shoot, one of his first bul- 
lets penetrating Truitt’s lee. Others 
then rushed to the fray and in a mo- 
ment a score of men were firing guns 
and throwing rocks. Finally, the police 
came, but the fighters had seen them 
and had fied, except the two who were 
seriously wounded. 
Following today's affray. Mayor 
Simon ordered Chief of Police Cox to 
engage a sufficient number of special 
officers to stop the attack by strikers. 
“This condition must cease,” said the 
Mayor. “Spare no expense but stop 
these affrays.”’
